The fami- 
lies of Mrs. Agnes Oligus and Joe O-rr- 
geir occupied the downstairs apart- 
ments while the Meter and Bensinger 
families lived upstairs. 

The fire was the result of a gasoline 
explosion in the kitchen of Ortgetr. 
Mrs. Ortgeir was baking, and just why 
the explosion occurred is not known. 
The flames shot up and in a few min- 
ites the entire house was ablaze. 

An alarm was promptly sent in, but 
the fire had attained great headway and

The shadow will first strike the earth 
near Winnipeg, Canada. It will trave! 
across the southern extremity of Hud- 
son Bay, crossing the Atlantic until it | 
strikes the Biscayan coast of Spain, 
obliquely down across the cities of Ovie- 
do, Leon and Burgos. It will enter the 
Mediterranean, leaving Valencia just 
outside its southern limit. It passes 
over the Columbretes and Balearic Is- 
lands, across Algiers, then grazes the 
coasts of Tunis and Tripoli to the east- 
ern coast of the Bay of Sidra. Here 
it enters the Libyan Desert, across 
which it travels to Egypt. crossing the 
Nile near Assouan. It crosses the Red 
Sea, passes over Mecca and leaves the 
earth in Arabia. 

This is the course of the shadow of 
the total eclipse. A partial eclipse will 
be visible to a much greater part of this 
and other countries. The little lignt 
which comes from the sun a few min- 
totality has more the ap- 
pearance of calcium than sunlight, but 
it is not probable that this difference 


in light will be marked in St. Louis, as 
three-tenths of the sun's surface will 
be visible. 


Hope to Find New Planets, 


It is estimated by astronomers that 
the time of totality will not be more 
than three and three-quarter minutes. It 
cannot be over seven minutes. The 
longest period of totality ever known 
was six minutes in the eclipse in Suma.

GOV. FOLK’S INCON SISTE NOY. 


Written in excellent spirit and with full acknow!l- 
edgment of Gov, Folk’s public services, the letter 
of J. Hugo Grimm, published in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, clearly points out the inconsistencies be- 
tween the Governor’s professed purpose of enforc- 
ing all the laws in the statute beoks and his actual 
performance which, so far as the Sunday laws are 
coricerned, is limited to the prohibition of the sale 
of alcoholic beverages. 

Quoting the laws Mr. Grimm shows they prohibit 
labor of all kinds, except household daily offices of 
necessity or other works of necessity or charity. 
They prohibit not alone the opening of dratnshops, 


but the sale or exposing for sale of any govids, 
The laws are sweeping in 


Wares or merchandise. 
their prohibition of any labor or business. on Sun- 
day. 


The fact that the laws prohibit labor and the sale 
of merchandise a& well as the sale of liquor and that 
they prohibit these acts on one day in the week 


only—Sunday—efflectually disposes of the argu 


ment that the Legislature considered the prohibited 
acts immoral, criminal or derogatory to the public 
There is nothing criminal or immoral in. | 
the sale of merchandise, which is prohibited with 


welfare. 


the sale of liquor. There would be no morality in 
a law which prohibited acts immoral or criminai 
only one day in seven, 

The fact that Gov. Folk has selected the prohibi- 
tion against liquor selling for enforcement and has 


neglected the other prohibitions to the defeat of 


the purpose of the Legislature—the religious o)- 
servance of the Sabbath—shows that he has done 
what he declares in his public utterances he has no 
right to do, that is, considered the merits of the 
lawa and discriminated in their enforcement. 

Gov. Folk’s defense that. the enforcement of this 
law diminishes intemperance and disorder does not 
palliate his inconsistency, and is not valid in view 
of the purpose of the Legislature, which is not the 
promotion of order and temperance but the ob- 
servance of Sunday. The argument émphasizes the 
Governor's act of discrimination. 

It is a prohibition argument which carried to its 


tngical ultimate would force the prohibition of the 


sale or gage of alcoholic beverages every 
day. 

Gov. Folk’s comparison of the enforcement of the 
Sunday laws directed against acts harmless in them- 


selves and the enforcement of the Jaws prohibiting 


‘murder, larceny, burglary, acts criminal in them- 
selves and directed against the lives, property and 
rights of others, is absurd and is not worthy of 
discussion. 

Not less absurd is the plea that the enforcement 
of the prohibition against the sale of liquor is in 
the interest of Iabor, when he neglects the laws 
which prohibit labor on Sunday and enforces the 
clause which deprives the wage-earner of the re- 
freshment which his avealthy fellow citizen may buy 
without stint in his club. It is mockery to say that 
the poor man may lay in a stock of beer, which he 
lacks the facilities to keep cold and fresh, when the 
club member, who can keep a stock of beer and 
liquor cold and fresh, may buy it in any quantit; 
and in prime condition all day Sunday. 

If Gov. Folk would indiscriminately and consist- 
ently enforce all the Sunday laws as they stand im 
the statute books he would quickly demonstrate 
their absurdity and the ridiculousness of his 
tion. The attempt would prove that they are ut- 
terly opposed to the American spirit of liberty and 
fare wholly out of harmony with an enlightened 
tivilizgation. It would show why they have not been 
enforced ond have been laid aside as dead letters. 
Temperance, character and manhood are not devc!- 
oped by sumptuary laws. Laws of this kind pro- 
mote hypocrisy, immorality and intemperance.

THE MUNICIPAL LIGHTING PLANT, 

At a meeting of the National League of Munici- 
palities at Toledo last week Mr. J. W. Wood of 
the St. Louis municipal lighting plant delivered an 
address in which he shows the advantages of the 
municipal plant installed in the City Hall. 

“T have demonstrated,” said Mr. Wood, “that the 
current for which we paid to the lighting companics 
in 1901 13 cents per kilowat hour, we have produced 
for two years at an average of 1.56 cents per kilo- 
| wat hour. For the past six months the cost has 
been less than 1 cent.” 

The plant has paid the original cost of $40,000 
and $3,988.07 for interest and depreciation and on 
June 1}, 1905, after 23 moths’ operation there was 
a balance of $1310 on hand. 

This is a gratifying result and proves the venture 
to have been a sound business undertaking. ‘The 
question of the extension of the system might well 
be considered.

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THE SCLAR ECLIPSE, 

Great preparations made by the scientific world to 
observe the total eclipse of the sun, which occurs 
tomorrow, are on a scale exceeding in magnitude 
anything previously attempted. On a belt of the 
earth’s surface, 120 geographical miles in width, 
| stretching to Manitoba, half around the world to 
Arabia, and forming the path of shadow, scores of 
astronomical parties have taken up points of van- 
tage for a view. They are most numerous in Labra- 
dor, in Spain.on the tdble-land near Burgoe, which 
is the rendezvous for this eclipse as Norfolk was 
for that of 1900, and in Algeria, They are equipyed 
with the most modern instruments, including astro- 
nomical cametas of a size never before utflized. 
That of the University of Indiana, 70 feet’ in length. 
has 30-inch plates. The camera provided by the 
Hamburg expedition, also 70 feet long, has 34-inch 
plates on which it is hoped to take six photographs. 
It is gratifying to national pride to note the promi- 
nence of American observation parties in a scien- 
tific rivalry in whieh all Europe, including Russia, 
has heavily engaged.

HE foundation stone of marriage 

1 is firmly set and will stand all 

the onslaughts of time and refor- 
mation, but it is only the foundation 
stone which is right—the rest of the 
institution ricketty, and needs 
strong hands to rebuild it. In the first 
place, marriage is made too easy for 
everybody. A man to become a doctor 
has to study for five years; to become 
a barrister he has to pass many exam- 
Inations; to become a captain of a ship 
he often has to serve before @ie,4na8t. 
To get married he has only to meet a 
woman! 

Marriage is an institution of the 
State; therefore she should put it out 
of the bounds of possibility that people 
can marry each other in two days ora 
week. How many marriages would be 
broken off if the state required a three 
years’ engagement before people are 
married? ‘After all, if a woman wants 
to become a nun in two months. no 
convent in the world will accept her. 
She must be a novitiate for two or 
three years; during that time she has 
to make an examination of her con- 
science every day and to find out if she 
has a vocation for a nun. But women 
and men marry without the slightest 
preparation, without the slightes: 
thought of the future, while Dame

NEW YORK. Aug. 2.—The World 
says: “Representative Bartholdt (of 
St. Louis) tells the interparliamentar- 
ians in Brussels that if we don’t short- 
ly form ‘the parliment of man, the fed- 
eration of the world’ the United States 
will presently have a navy big enouga 
to push other people off the earth. Well 
meant, of course, but a queer form of 
peace talk.” 

“Reciprocity is the handmaid of pro- 
tection,’’ said President McKinley. But 
she is a wasteful wench, always asking 
more than she gives, of doubtful moral 
character and continually striking her 
mistress for higher wages, says the 
Press. 


The Sun commends President Roose- 
velt for risking his life in the submarine 
boat, and says: ‘“‘We do not regard it 
as probable that he will take a journey 
in an airship,”’ giving as its reason that 
no good end could be met thereby. 

“There is no denying that recent trag- 
edies in both the English and French 
submarine service have tended to impair 
the morale which is indispensable to the 
successful operation of these boats. Th» 
President, as President, saw a chance 
to strengthen the confidence of officers 
and men, and not as Mr. Roosevelt, but 
as President Roosevelt, he took the per- 
sonal risk for the sake of public illus- 
tration and example.’’

companies that it has over nationa 
banks is in accord with the views which 
have recently been expressed by othe:

“This concurrence of opinion 
among such men ts likely In some quar- 
ters, to cause surprise—indeed, that con- 
ception of it has already been expressed 
—but such an excuse for hostility to the 
scheme of Federal supervision is not 
rational or creditable in any way. The 
question is one of much importance and 
ought to be thoroughly considered. For 
that reason every responsible utterance 
which directs attention to it In an im- 
pressive manner should be weicomed.” 


The Times asks: ‘Will it be worth 
while for Japan to fight for the indem- 
nity?’ And answers its own question 
this way: Anybody can see that it will 
not. She will run herself millions deep- 
er in debt, and will never get the indem- 
nity. Let her conquer Viadivostok, let 
her take the rallway and half of Siberia 
—Russia’s burdens would only be light- 
ened by the loss. She must collect her 
indemnity in St. Petersburg or she will 
never get it. 

“Russia has won her point as to the 
indemnity. She may concede something. 
She may give somehting more than §$50,- 
000,000 for the sake of conciuding an im- 
mediate peace. But the time has gone 
by when Japan can talk about col.ect- 
ing the cost of the war. She has al- 
ready reimbursed herself, in fact, 
through acquiring rights of control over 
Korea and of commercial access in 
Manchuria, which the world knows well 
enough means also control."’

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HOME HINTS. 


Ham Salad. 

Put the remnants of boiled ham 
through food chopper or chop it fine 
with two hard-boiled eggs. Add a little 
vinegar, a sprinkle of mustard and pep- 
per. Nice for luncheon. 


Nut Loaf. 


The disuse of meat for one reason of 
another by many persons has brought 
nuts into prominence. To prepare nut 
loaf mix a pint of ground almonds and 
English walnut meats with an equal 
amount of soft bread crumbs that have 
been moistened with a little cold water. 
Season with salt and powdered mixed 
herbs, a cupful of milk and two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter. Shape the 
paste after the ingredients are thor- 
oughly blended together into a loaf and 
bake in a tin. Serve it hot with to- 
mate sauce. 


Washington Pie. 

Four eggs well beaten, 1% cups sugar, 
% cup of water, 2 cups flour, % tea- 
spoonful soda, 1 of cream tartar, pinch 
of salt Makes two large pies. Filled 
with whinped cream. 


To Tint Clothes. 


A secret worth knowing is how to tint 
laces, chiffons, silk or crocheted but- 
tons, feathers, slippers, gloves, etc., to 
a gown shade. The materials required 
are oll, paints in tubes and benzine. The 
benzine is placed in a porcelain bowl 
and the paint is dissolved in it. The 
work has tg be done quickly and, of 
course, in a fireless room. Mix the 
paint to the required shade in a sau- 
cer, comparing it with the goods till 
the right color. When the exact tint 
is reached mix with the benzine and 
dip the lace or whatever is to be dyed 
quickly before the paint falls to the 


bottom. Do not let the goods touch | 
the bottom. as there might be a spot 
of paint there. A hairpin comes in 
handy to hold the edge of the goods. 
Shake out quickly and pin up to dry. 


Baked Smelts. 


Wash carefully and dry with a cloth, 
put into a flat baking dish. The fish 
and dish should both be well buttered. 
Season with salt and pepper and cover 
with’ bread crumbs. Place a piece of? 
butter over each and bake for 15 or 20 
minutes. Garnish with parsley and cut 
lemon. 


Table Pieces. 


Strawberry plants, with the fruit ripe 
on the stems, are very pretty for table 
pieces. They must be had from the 
hothouses early in the spring. Dwarf 
cherry and plum trees are also very 
pretty for the table, especially at this 
season.

One-half cup butter, 2% cups flour, 1 
cup sugar, 2 eggs, 2 teaspoons baking 
powder, % teaspoon lemon extract, % 
teaspoon grated nutmeg and 1 table- 
spoon of milk.

FROM FAIR PROFITS 


St. Louis Playhouse Owners 
Have Made Expensive and 
Extensive Improvements. 


The theaters of St. Louis were never 
as pretty as they are today—thanks to 
fhe great profits of the World’s Fair 
theatrical season. The house Owners 
have just completed the most exten- 
sive and expensive rehabilitation they 
had ever undertaken. The playhouses 
of the city have ‘an up-to-dateness and 
prettiness which had been impossible 
but for the remarkable harvest which 
all of them had during the Fair. 

The most extensive outlay for im- 
provements has been made at the Olym- 
pie. The big Broadway theater's fash- 
jonable clientele will scarcely know it 
when they go back this season. The 
erstwhile old-fashioned foyer, with its 
picture .wallis, has been transformed 
into. a brilliantly lighted, colorful and 
rubber-floored lobby, with not a pic- 
ture In it, and with red fairly rampant. 
Inside the theater the visible and in- 
visible improvements are almost with- 
out number, The old drop curtain, 
“The Andes,’ after Church, has been 
removed and replaced with an allegori- 
cal representation of the triumph of 
Comedy, Tragedy and Music. The 
floors and the woodwork have been re- 
painted, new carpets laid in the aisles 
and new draperies hung.
